“T am to’ state that the council re- 
srets exceedingly that the board could 
not see its way clear to receive and 
give him a‘hearing. ‘The Schodi 
Board, being a body elected by and 
responsible to the people, should, in 
the opinion of the Trades Countil, be 
accessible to’'the humblest members 
of the community it serves.”

It. will cost. .in.the 
neighborhood of $20,000 to lay a new 
main up: Yates Street ‘as far as indi-
